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To the Chafrman and Membors of the Seaford Health & Housing Committee. 
Mr. Chairman, Miss Synge and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit the 4nnual Report on the state of public 
health end on the sanitary circumstances of Seaforde for 1961. 


The vital statistics of the area compare very favourably with those 
for England & Wales. The birth rate continues to be considerably below 
the national figure as it has been for many years. 


1961 was a measles year. Some 128 cases were notified and in my 
Opinion, all to no purpose. The County Councils! Association and the 
Rural District Councils! Association tried unsuccessfully to persuade 
the Ministry of Health to discontinue the practice of making measlcs 
a notifiable disease. For reasons which I and many other medics] officers 
of health do not accept, the Ministry intend to retain this childhood 
iliness on the list of notifiable dis eases. When money is needed for 
many essential purposes, it secms strange that the community should be 
prepared to spend well over £100,000 for information which apart from 
statistical use serves no useful vurpose. Only 21 other cases of 
infectious disease were notified curing the year, 


In the field of environmental hygiene progress was made during the 
year. The use of the most unsstisfactory tip on Seaford Head was dis~ 
continued and a new tip brought into use. Better control of the tipping 
has reducea the nuisance to 3 minimum. A few complaints were received 
about sewage pollution slong the beach. It is hoped that the new 
sewage outfall, when in usc, will put an end to these complaints. 
However, the discharge of untreated sewage into the sea is likely to 
be Sccompanied by the risk of it being washed back onto the shore under 
certain conditions of wind and tide. 


Slowly and steadily the improvement in the standards of food hygiene 
continues. Some of this improvoment is due to the increasing use of 
modern ecuipment and some of it to better awareness on the part of food 
handlers of the problems involved. Reiterating a comment I made last 
year, I still believe that the general public can do a tremendous amount 
to raise the existing standards by refusing to tolerate any insanitary 
methods of food handling. 


In conclusion, I should like to express my appreciation to the 
Members of the Council for the help and support I have received from 
them during the year. My thanks 3re also due to Mr. Murdoch for his 
valuable assistance and to other officials of the Council for their 
courtesy and co-operation.

Similer 
facilities ere provided in Brighton by the Brighton and Lewes Hospital 
Management Committee. Both these Management Committees are in the area 
of the South festern Metropolitan Regional Hospital Board, 


Cases of infectious disease requiring hospital treatment are 
admitted into Foredown Hospital, Portslade. Any case of smallpox 
occurring in the district should be sent to the River Hospitals, Longreach, 
Dartford, Kent.

Twenty-four one becroom flats were completed during the year 
making a total of 42 units of this type of sccommodation, which are all 
used for the housing of elderly applicants. The occupants of the seven 
remaining prefabricated bungalows were rehnoused in conjuction with the 
completion of the above flats and the prefabricated bungalows were 
then demolished. The construction of sixteen two bedroom flats and 
twelve one bedroom flats on this vacant site has now commenced. 


187 houses vere built by private enterprise during the year.

3. Prevention of Damage by Pests Act 1949 -— Rodent Control 


A part-time rodent operator was employed four hours each day 
for six days per week under the general supervision of the Public 
Health Inspector. 4 free service was provided to private dwelling 
houses, while all business premises were required to pay on a fixed 


hourly rate for treatments carried out. 
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There was an increase in the number of complaints received 

concerning rats being seen, but the large majority of these infestations 
rere found to be of 4 minor nature. The new tipping site off Cradle 

Hill Road was kept uncer strict observation and only one minor in- 
festation was experienced and was soon eliminated. One major infestation 
was encountered on 3 1lsrge chicken farm and although the occupier elected 
to carry out tre treatment without Council aid, strict supervision of his 
activities was maintained to ensure that the infestation was eliminated 
satisfactorily. 


In connection with all types of property, 167 were inspected of 
which 79 were found to be infested. The treatments and inspections 
carried out involved 730 visits. 


4. Supervision of Food Premises 


Milk 


The Milk (Special Designation) Regulations 1960 introduced major 
changes in the administration of milk control and the licensing of 
retailers of special designated milks is now carried out by the County 
Council as the Food and Drugs authority. Sampling hes now therefore 
been restricted to quarterly samples taken for biological examination 
and three samples of this nature were taken throughout the year, the 
result in every case being satisfactory.

Regular supervision was maintained of these premises throughout 
the year and informal notices were served where required. A411 work 
requested was carried out without legal action being necessary and 


no major infringement of the Food Hygiene Regulations 1960 was en- 
countered. 


No cases of food poisoning were notified during the year, but 
Severa complaints were received concerning items of food which were 
mnsatisfactory for various reasons, such as the presence of a foreign 
body. Close liaison was maintained with the Weights & Measures Dept. 
‘of the East Sussex County Council on these cases and a thorough 

nvestigation was made in each instance. 


There is little doubt that this question of the quality and fitness 
Of food as sold over the shop counter is one which must be given close 
observation throughout the country, so that the interests of the public 

in general sre adequately served. With the increasing use of refrigerators 
€nd cold storage cabinets there has been an improvement in the hygicnic 
Storage of perishable foods, but this has also resulted in considerable 
Teliance upon such equipment with sometimes disastrous results when a 
breakdown occurs during closing hours. 
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“in addition it sometimes happens that the inexperience of the vendor 
with this type of equipment results in faulty storage of some items 
sof foodstuffs in the top regions of the cabinet and the customer is 
» then sold an item of food which is below the duality that could be 
"expected. In some circumstances this tendency to expect too much 


& 
from a refrigerated cabinet could increase the danger of food poisoning. 


Ice-cream 


Fifty-two premises within the district are registered for the 
'storage and sale of ice-cream. Only one vendor makes his own ice-cream 
-and constant supervision of the plant was carried out.

5. Water Supply 


The water supply to the Urban District is provided by the Mid- 
Sussex Water Company. Several samples were taken of this water suppl 
throughout the year and submitted to the Public Hoalth Laboratory at 
Brighton as 3 test for bacterial purity. 411 the samples submitted were 

'found to be satisfactory in all respects. 

} Almost every property throughout the district has a piped water 
“supply provided by the Company direct to the house and in all ecascs the 
quality and cuantity wes maintained satisfactorily. 4 well supplying a 
restaurant in 8 rural section of the district wes kent wnder close 
Observation and regular samples proved to be of a good standard at all 
times. 


6. Seworage 


Despite considerable property development throughout the district, 
there is little surcharging of the sewer system except in times of 
exceptional reinfall, when a small area is effected for a period usually 
cf short duration. As further development increases, some relatively 
small alterations to the present system may be necessory. 


There are several cesspools in the Bishopstone village areca as the 
exceptionally high cost per dwelling woich would result from the provision 
of a sower has to date prohibited the extension of the sewer system to 
this area. 
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Disposal is by means of discherge into the sea, and a new outfall 
has very recently been completed in conjunction with the construction 
of a sea defence groyne. This new outfall replaces an old outfall, 
which was broken at a noint near low water mark. 


7. Caravans 

There is only one licensed site in the Urban District, consisting 
of 200 caravans st Hawth Hill. Although the standard of amenities 
provided at tris camp was elready fairly high hefore the Caravan Sites 
and Control of Development Act 1960 came into force, further provision 
of equipment has been carried out under the terms of this new Act and 
some further work has still to be carried out. The general standard 
throughout 311 aspects of the running of this camp was found to be 
satisfactory during the open season, which lasts from Fastertill October.

In August a Seaford resident was admitted into an Eastbourne 
hospital where she was found to be suffering. from tyyhoid fever. 
The lady concerned had not been out of the country and extensive 
investigations failed to reveal the source of her infection. At 
approximately the same time, an Bastbourne resident also developed 
typhoid fever but here again no source of the infection could be 
found. It also proved impossible to link the two cases to a common 
source of infection. This rather unsatisfactory conclusion to the 
case from an epidemiological viewpoint is a not uncommon one in 
typhoid. No further cases occurred.

: Since immunisation wos first introduced there hes been a persistent 
end dramatic fall in the number of cases of diphtheria and also in the 
mnumber of deaths from diphtheria. This fall continued until a year or 
two ago but since that time several locally severe outbreaks of diphtheria 
have occurred. I cannot urge perents too strongly to ensure that their 
children ere protected against this disease since almost 311 the cases and 
deaths occur amongst non-immunised children. It h3s become 311 too 

common to regard diphtheria as a dying disease and to think that beceuse 
at is no longer prevalent, there is no need to have children immunised. 
This is 4a very dangerous practice and every child should be immunised 
during infancy and again st the start of school life.

} During and since the recent outbreaks of smallpox a lot of confusion 
hes been caused to the general population by the arguments for and against 
smallpox vaccination. The Ministry of Health have now issued a Memorandum 
on Vaccination dgainst Smallpox. The salient features are as follows:- 


A. Routine Primary Vaccination in Barly Childhood 


(1) Optimum Age. - Routine primary vaccination is notnow recomuended 
in the first few weeks of life but should be done before the age of 2 yaars 
Probably 4 - 5 months is the best age in a thriving infant.

(2) Cont®indications. - 
(a) exposure to infectious disease. 
3 (b) septic skin conditions. 
7 (c) infantile eczema - this is an absolute contra-indicstion to 
routine primary vaccination. 
(d) hypogammerlobulinaemia. 
(e) cortico~steroid treatment. 
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Routine Primary Vaccination at Later Ages 


(1) Although at any avec the risk of serious complications following 
vaccination is much smaller than therisk of death run by those 
exposed to smallpox while unvaccinated, primary vaccinstion is 
not advised 3s a routine efter early childhood. But, if not 
performed in early childhood, primary vaccination et a later 
eve may eventually become necessary e.g. when serving with the 
armed forces, as a condition of employment and before undertaking 
foreign travel. 


(2) Contra-indications. Consideration must be given to - 

(a) septic skin conditions. 

(b) 2 history of or the presence of eczema. 

(c) hypogammaslobulinaemia. 

(d) cortico-steroid treatment. It is not considered wise to 
vaccinste routinely patients who sore receiving systemic : 
cortico-steroid treatment. 

(e) early pregnancy. On general principles it is desirable to 
avoiad the use of a live vaccine during the first trimester of 
pregnancy. 


- Vaccination in the presence of Smallpox 


The object is, by primary vaccination or revaccinstion as soon after 
exposure or, at most, within three days, to enable the individual to gain 
mnunity to smallpox within the normal incub2tion period of that disease. 
In the presence of suspoccted smallpox there are no absolute contra-indi« 
— to the immediate vaccination or revaccination of all close contacts.
